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800 HOMES SET 
FOR SEWAGE SITE

NEARLY 800 new homes are set 
to be built on a derelict former 
sewage works site in Wednes- 
bury, under latest plans. 

The properties would be constructed on 
land near to Friar Park and Bescot, which 
has been derelict for more than 50 years. 

Sandwell Council officials said the proposed 
scheme would create much-needed new housing for 
the borough. It follows the announcement by super¬ 
market giant Lidl to open a new distribution centre 
in Wednesbury, which is expected to create 500 jobs. 

Councillors will discuss the new homes plan at a 
meeting of the authority’s cabinet on April 1. 

A total of 780 homes would be built. A report says 
reclamation costs on the site, which is part-owned 
by the council and Midlands Land Portfolio Limited, 
were previously considered too expensive for devel¬ 
opment to take place. But that is no longer the case 
due to advances in land reclamation technology. 

Affordable 

If approved, the report recommends up to 10 per 
cent of the housing built on the site will be a mix of 
high-quality affordable housing and the rest will be 
developed for owner occupation. 

Sandwell Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper said the development would be a major boost 
to the borough as a whole. 

“I am delighted that at long last this undeveloped 
site will be used for good-quality housing,” he said. 

“It is great to know the announcement comes on 
the back of Lidl’s recent commitment to Sandwell.” 

Both the land owned by Sandwell Council and the 
adjoining land owned by Midlands Land Portfolio 
Limited, wholly-owned subsidiary of Severn Trent 
PLC, would be sold to a currently unidentified resi¬ 
dential developer for the scheme. 

Reclamation proposals would include the creation 
of an environmental, acoustic and visual barrier to 
separate the proposed residential development from 
the adjoining railway and the elevated section of M6 
between Junctions 8 and 9.

FORMER Young Apprentice star 
Ben Fowler is smelling the coffee 
with the opening of his second cafe 
after his first proved a big success. 

The 19-year-old from Rowley Regis 
has opened his new business in Hag- 
ley Road, Hayley Green - and he 
aims to launch 10 shops within 10 
years. 

He said his latest venture is selling 
coffee, cakes, paninis and toasties. 
His first shop in Halesowen, which 
specialises in buffets, has a turno¬ 
ver of £1,600 a week, having started 
with a turnover of between £400 and 
£500. The cafe employs four staff, 
while his first business currently has 
three employees. 

Mr Fowler said: “It is on a busy 
main road, there is constant passing 
traffic. There are a lot of people walk¬ 
ing by and it is just on the doorstep of 
Clent and there is parking available.” 

The teenager was the second con¬ 
testant to be kicked off the Young 
Apprentice 2011 by entrepreneur 
Lord Alan Sugar. However, he said 
he had learned valuable lessons 
and has received support from Lord 
Sugar, who has tweeted about the 
cafe launch. 

He said: “I learned a lot from my 
time on the Young Apprentice about 
the day-to-day running of a business. 
You can’t get better advice.”

Building society bucks trend 
with pre-tax profits of £2.75m 

PROFITS were up for the Tipton and Coseley Building Society 
last year despite the ongoing economic challenges in the UK.

Blogger’s Twitter account 
re-instated after council row 

A BLOGGER whose Twitter account was suspended over allega¬ 
tions of ‘harassment’ has had it re-instated. 

Julian Saunders tweets as @bcrover and his account was 
shut down by Twitter following complaints made by Sandwell 
Council’s leader Darren Cooper. Mr Saunders, whose wife Linda 
used to manage the West Bromwich arts centre The Public, has 
been writing blogs and sending tweets that have criticised the 
authority, with allegations first emerging on the blog over pos¬ 
sible inappropriate activity relating to the sell-off of council land. 

His Twitter account was closed down on March 13 and was 
re-instated on Monday. Councillor Cooper complained to the so¬ 
cial network that he was being ‘harassed’ for 18 months. 

But Mr Saunders said he was also a victim of ‘trolls’ on Twitter. 


FLY-TIPPING 

Town walkways plagued by 
drinkers will be sealed off 

THREE walkways in Tipton plagued by drinkers causing dam¬ 
age and dumping bottles and cans will be sealed off to prevent 
further trouble. 

Sandwell Council is taking action to stop problems in the 
Cracker Walkway area at the back of the shops in High Street. 

More than 80 bags of rubbish dumped by fly-tippers has also 
been cleaned up after a call for action from residents. Black bags 
of waste and old furniture is also being dumped on a regular 
basis, council bosses said. Three of the man-made walkways will 
now be sealed off altogether so they don’t continue to provide 
‘hiding places’ for drinkers. 

Councillor Joanne Hadley said: “I would also urge local res¬ 
idents who see anyone fly tipping to report it to the council.” 



CLOCKS GO FORWARD 
AN HOUR AT 1AM 
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HSBC bringing 1,000 jobs to Brum 


INTERNATIONAL banking giant 
HSBC is to move 1,000 jobs from 
London to Birmingham as its sets up 
the new head office for its UK bank¬ 
ing business in the West Midlands. 

The world’s second largest bank 
is taking a 250-year lease on a new 
210,000 sq ft office block that will 
be built as part of the £400 million 
Arena Central development in the 
city centre. 

The legal documents are due to be 
signed imminently, with work start¬ 
ing on the site in June. 

HSBC says it will start moving jobs 


from its base in Canary Wharf to Bir¬ 
mingham in 2017. 

The operation being moved to the 
West Midlands is its ‘ring-fenced’ 
British retail and commercial bank¬ 
ing business. 

New regulations that come into 
force in 2019 mean all the UK’s big 
banks have to split their ordinary 
banking operations from their risk¬ 
ier investment banking, to protect 
taxpayers from having to bail out the 
banks again if they run into trouble. 

Antonio Simoes, chief executive 
officer of HSBC UK, said: “We have 


been looking at options for the head 
office of our ring-fenced bank for 
some time. It became clear to us that 
Birmingham would be the right loca¬ 
tion.” 

HSBC already has 2,500 people 
working in Birmingham, which is 
already a major base for other banks 
including Lloyds, RBS and Deutsche 
Bank. The city now has the largest 
business, professional and financial 
services (BPFS) industry in the coun¬ 
try, with more than 21,000 compa¬ 
nies employing some 220,000 people 
in the region. 


Sir Albert Bore, leader of Birming¬ 
ham City Council, said: “We look 
forward to welcoming the new head 
office of HSBC’s ring-fenced bank to 
Birmingham, and will continue to 
support and advise the bank as its 
plans move forward.” 

The move represents a ‘coming 
home’ for HSBC’s UK arm. Although 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank¬ 
ing Corporation was founded in the 
Far East in 1865, it was only estab¬ 
lished in the UK in 1991 when it 
bought the Birmingham-based Mid¬ 
land Bank. 


£l6m more council cuts 
needed over three years 


AN extra £16 million of cuts 
will need to be made by cash- 
strapped Sandwell Council with¬ 
in three years. 

A ‘Facing the Future’ programme 
was launched last year to find £22m of 
savings and this will now be extended 
to achieve cuts of £38m by 2018. 

Officials had already been forced to make 
around £41m of savings between 2015 and 
2017 after grants to the council from cen¬ 
tral Government were reduced. 

Council chiefs have reiterated the prior¬ 
ity is to protect front line services. 

Squeeze 

Finance chief at the council, Councillor 
Steve Eling, said: “There has been and will 
be some squeeze on front line services. 

“I cannot deny that, but now we are 
looking ahead to 2017/18 and if we have to 
save £16m we are looking to do all of that 
through Facing the Future projects. 

“We have got the next two years of sav¬ 
ings clearly mapped out but it gets harder 
and harder and harder as more money is 
stripped out. 

“The actions we are taking are critically 
important. 

Transform 

“If we can’t make the savings coming 
through organisational changes the alter¬ 
native is we will start to see front line ser¬ 
vices take a hit and things closing down.” 

The Facing the Future programme aims 
to transform the way the council works in 
order to find longer term ways to find cuts. 

Projects include encouraging residents 
to do more business, including reporting 
fly-tipping and paying council tax, via the 
internet. 

The council claim each time it deals with 
someone face-to-face it costs £8.62 on aver¬ 
age, whereas online it costs just 15p. 

A ‘corporate landlord’ scheme explores 
how to make the best use of council-owned 
property and reduce its overall stock. 

Efforts are also being made to increase 
tax revenue by working with developers 
to get more business rates and council tax 
from new companies and homes. 

The initiative has recently been inde¬ 
pendently reviewed and was found to be 
making good progress. 


Ideye hits the mark to meet students

WEST Bromwich Albion striker 
Brown Ideye met up with young 
Black Country fans as part of foot¬ 
ball’s drive to stamp out racism. 

The Nigeria international spoke 
to pupils at Bristnall Hall Academy 
in Oldbury and shared his own 
experience of racist abuse during 
his time with Neuchatel Xamax in 
Switzerland. 

Ideye, aged 26, revealed he 
butted an opponent after being in¬ 
sulted during a game and earned a 
red card - but urged members of 


Bristnall Hall’s football teams not 
to react in the same way. 

“I enjoyed spending the after¬ 
noon with them,” said the Baggies’ 
£10 million summer signing. 

“I liked speaking to them and 
hopefully they learned one or two 
lessons from me. It is good for them 
to know about it so they don’t be¬ 
lieve they have to take action if 
they experience something like 
that. 

“They just have to report it to 
the referee. 


“I learned from it that and I 
moved on and since then I haven’t 
experienced anything like that.” 

Ideye joined former Charlton and 
Aston Villa player Paul Mortimer, 
who now works Kick It Out, foot¬ 
ball’s anti-discrimination charity. 

The pair led a workshop in rac¬ 
ism and discrimination yesterday 
before Ideye fielded questions from 
the audience of 25 11 to 14-year- 
old’s from the school’s teams. 

He then signed autographs and 
posed for pictures. 


£30,000 set 
aside to pay 
for digital 
autopsies 

A COUNCIL has set aside £30,000 in its 
budget to pay for digital post mortems to 
be carried out. Sandwell Council leader 
Darren Cooper hailed the move saying it 
would use new technology which was a 
‘state of the art, non invasive approach,’ 
to post mortems. 

Last year Sandwell became only the 
third area in the country to install a 
£1.2 million ‘digital autopsy’ suite at 
Sandwell Valley Crematorium, alongside 
Sheffield and Bradford. 

The scanning facility was installed by 
iGene London Ltd and is run by them. 

Now, the council has decided to al¬ 
locate funds to make digital post mor¬ 
tems the preferred method. The cabinet 
agreed to foot the bill for each digital 
examination carried out at the request 
of the Black Country Coroner. 

The digital suite offers a less invasive 
way to carry out post mortems, using a 
CT scanner which means the coroner is 
not required to carry out a full autopsy. 

Since the digital suite was installed at 
the crematorium in October, 20 digital 
examinations have been carried out by 
Black Country Coroner Zafar Siddique. 
Of those, two required a further tradi¬ 
tional post mortem. 

A report submitted to cabinet by of¬ 
ficers said: “Following a period of exten¬ 
sive testing, calibration and training of 
staff and pathologists, scanning com¬ 
menced on behalf of the Black Country 
Coroner in January 2015.” 

The coroner would still have to re¬ 
quest a post mortem in the usual man¬ 
ner. 

Deadline looms

The deadline for this year’s Wednes- 
bury Community Awards is April 3. The 
awards will be presented on April 23 at 
Wednesbury Town Hall. 

The categories are improving the en¬ 
vironment; bringing communities to¬ 
gether; working with adults and older 
people; community safety; communi¬ 
ty-friendly trader; working with chil¬ 
dren and young people; and community 
learning. 

There is also an award for the 
‘Wednesbury Star’.

Jail for pair 
of robbers 
who stole 
a cash box 

TWO robbers caught red-handed with 
a cash box snatched from a security 
guard at a Black Country supermar¬ 
ket before leading police on a high¬ 
speed car chase have been jailed. 

Theodore Mullings-Fairweather 
and William Mooney were traced to a 
Ladywood industrial estate by police 
within 30 minutes of the robbery out¬ 
side the Tesco Express, in Bristnall 
Hall Road, Oldbury on July 18 last 
year. The pair fled the scene but were 
later arrested. 

Mullings-Fairweather, aged 25, 
of Dawlish Road, Selly Oak, and 
Mooney, 26, of Gorsly Piece, Quinton, 
were found guilty of robbery. 

At Birmingham Crown Court, 
Mullings-Fairweather was sentenced 
to eight years in prison while Mooney 
was handed a six-year sentence. 

Mullings-Fairweather was jailed for 
an additional eight years for an unre¬ 
lated assault in a Brindleyplace bar. 

Police said during the robbery 
Mullings-Fairweather had tackled the 
security guard before grabbing the 
cash box and making off in a getaway 
car. The 25-year-old and Mooney were 
found standing next to a Peugeot car, 
the pair sped off when police arrived. 

They crashed the vehicle before 
abandoning it, leaving the car to 
roll dangerously down a road.Detec- 
tive Constable Rob Clarke said they 
left behind evidence which helped 
find them. Mooney was also con¬ 
victed of dangerous driving, while 
Mullings-Fairweather admitted two 
counts of using dye-stained money in 
bett ing machines last April and Jul y.

Garage worker attacked 
and robbed in street 


THREE masked men attacked a 
petrol station attendant and robbed 
him of thousands of pounds as he 
made his way to a post office in 
broad daylight. 

The 43-year-old, who works at James 
Bridge Garage, in Heath Road, Darlaston, 
had just left his car in Hall Street when 
two masked men ran up to him and hit 
him in the face and upper body. 

The man fell to the floor as a third man 
sprayed a fire extinguisher to create a smoke 
screen, allowing the robbers to grab the man’s 
bag containing the day’s takings - amounting 
to several thousand pounds. 

The three men jumped into a red Audi A4, 
baring false number plates, A61HBH, and sped 
off along Wolverhampton Street. 

The cashier was left on the floor with head 
and neck injuries and was later taken to hos¬ 
pital for treatment, but has since been dis¬ 
charged. 

The incident happened at around 11.10am 
on February 7. Detectives are now appealing 
for witnesses. 

Hospital 

They also want to hear from anyone who 
may have seen the car later in the day, possibly 
with a change of plate. 

Detective Constable Isobel Griffiths, of Wal¬ 
sall acquisitive crime team, said: “The garage 
worker was quite violently attacked as he went 
about his business, leaving him with nasty in¬ 
juries which needed hospital treatment. 

“Unfortunately those involved had their 
faces covered and the red Audi A4 was on false 
plates. 

“We hope that someone who was in the area 
that Saturday morning may remember seeing 
the car, seeing it being dumped somewhere or 
maybe spotting the occupants changing over 
number plates later that day. 

“We urge anyone who has any information to 
contact us as soon as possible to help identify 
those involved.” 

Darlaston South Councillor Paul Bott said: 
“It’s alarming that it happened on the street. 

“It’s rare for anything like this to happen in 
Darlaston. 

“I can only support police and ask for anyone 
who may have seen anything to come forward.”

BAGS of rubbish, rusting shop¬ 
ping trolleys and piles of horse 
manure have been dumped along 
a walkway near homes in Tipton. 

And now the pile of waste has 
been causing a stink for council¬ 
lors who say the clean-up bill will 
cost thousands. 

Sandwell Council has already 
spent more than £4,000 of taxpay¬ 
er’s money to clean up the land at 
the back of Hawthorn Road. 

And the bill is likely to spiral 


as specialist contractors will have 
to be brought in to clear away the 
manure as it is classed as haz¬ 
ardous waste. Councillor Joanne 
Hadley, town lead for Tipton, 
and Councillor Stephen Jones 
said they had been left stunned at 
manure being dumped so close to 
homes and were concerned for the 
conditions that tethered horses 
were living in. 

Councillor Hadley said: “It is 
disgusting to have this rubbish 


and manure piled up like this. I 
have had to sign off on £4,000 so 
work can take place to remove this 
rubbish. That is money we are 
having to use which could have 
gone on something else to benefit 
the community of Tipton.” 

Councillor Hadley said: “At the 
moment we may win the battle 
by clearing this land up but lose 
the war if we cannot find a way of 
preventing this from happening 
again.”

one” and that 
the children of 
same-sex parents are “synthetic”. Elton 
John disagrees thundering: “How dare you 
refer to my beautiful children as ‘synthet¬ 
ic’? And shame on you for wagging your 
judgmental little fingers at IVF.” So far, so 
good. I happen to agree with him and a 
robust exchange of views is the essence of 
a civilisation based on freedom of speech. 
But then Sir Elton goes over the top by 
signing off: “BoycottDolceGabbana..” A 
clutch of celebrities join his campaign. 
Supposing this boycott took off global¬ 
ly and D&G’s income fell sharply. When 
a company has a cash crisis, the first to 
suffer are the employees. So how many 
lowly designers, cutters and embroiderers 
would have to lose their jobs before Sir El¬ 
ton’s rage was satisfied? Celebrities have 
enormous influence and a boycott can be 
a terrible, blunt weapon. After the Char¬ 
lie Hebdo tragedy, I thought the civilised 
world had re-stated its belief in freedom of 
expression. That means the expression of 
all views, not merely those we happen to 
share.

Job roles to be axed 
in leisure shake-up

JOB roles will be axed as 
part of a restructure of 
departments at Sandwell 
Council. 

The authority is looking to 
save £84,000 in the wake of the 
creation of new leisure centres. 

The council said seven job roles 
would be scrapped as part of planned 
changes in the PE and Sports de¬ 
partment. 

Bosses said there would be no 
redundancies as part of the move 
and claimed other posts would be 
created in the new structure. These 
new job roles have not been made 
public. Should the proposal be ap¬ 
proved the changes would come into 
force by May 30. 

Officials say the the newly-re- 
structured team will be integrated 
with Parks and Green Spaces de¬ 
partment to help ‘maximise the 
investment in facilities, increasing 
the take up in physical activity and 
sport’. 

Saving 

The team has been behind plans 
to develop new leisure centres in 
Oldbury, Tipton and West Brom¬ 
wich at a cost of £38.5 million. 

Council leader Darren Cooper 
said the reorganisation would bring 
about a saving of £84,000. 

He said: “In the re-organisation 
seven posts from the previous struc¬ 
ture will be lost, but five new ones 
are being created and two empty 
posts are not being filled. 

“This means that due to vacancies 
in the old structure there will be no 
redundancies as a result of the new 
structure.” 

A report considered by the coun¬ 
cil’s director of neighbourhoods, 
Adrian Scarrott, who will oversee 
the changes, said: “The new restruc¬ 
tured team will need to develop a 
range of internal and external part¬ 
nerships to deliver on its objectives 
and work in a flexible manner, in a 
period of reducing budgets.” 

Building work is progressing 
on a fourth new leisure centre in 
Wednesbury. The £7m centre is due 
to open later this year.

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Police hunt 
young yobs 
targeting 
road traffic 

CHILDREN as young as 10 are being 
hunted by police for throwing bricks 
at cars and lorries on the Black Coun¬ 
try Route. 

The troublemakers have been 
standing on bridges and embank¬ 
ments by the dual carriageway and 
hurling bricks and other objects, with 
windscreens shattered as a result. 

Police warned someone could be 
killed if the vandalism continues. 

Officers have stepped up patrols in 
a bid to catch the yobs, the youngest 
of which they believe is just 10. 

Pc Phil Upton, from the Bilston and 
Spring Vale police, said: “We’re con¬ 
cerned there’s the potential for seri¬ 
ous injury or worse.

Pc Upton said he believed it was 
a gang of youths carrying out the 
attacks rather than just one person. 
Each time, they have struck between 
6.30pm and 10.45pm at night. 

Witnesses have described one young 
boy aged around 10 in a blue hooded 
top with white stripes along the arms 
and the hood up. Objects have been 
thrown between the Citadel building 
near the Lunt estate, up to the round¬ 
about by Bilston Fire Station. 

The eight incidents took place be¬ 
tween February 18 and March 12.

Lidl depot scheme to bring 500 jobs 


UP to 500 new jobs will be created after supermar¬ 
ket giant Lidl revealed plans to build a distribution 
centre near to the M6 in Wednesbury. 

The proposed centre will measure 450,000 sq ft, 
the equivalent of six football pitches, and be built on 
land near to junction nine. 

Bosses from the retailer said the new centre would 
spearhead future expansion across the entire region 
and will serve stores across the region. 

It will create managerial and office-based jobs in 
addition to full-time warehouse roles operating on a 
three-shift basis, seven days a week, 365 days a year. 

The announcement has been welcomed by 
Sandwell Council with bosses saying it will be a 
boost to the economy in Sandwell. 


Officials said its recruitment team would be work¬ 
ing with the retailer to make sure it secured the jobs 
for people in the area and maximised the economic 
benefit to the borough. 

Sandwell Council leader, Councillor Darren 
Cooper welcomed the announcement. “This is ex¬ 
cellent news for Sandwell because it will have a sig¬ 
nificant positive economic impact,” he said. 

“I understand Lidl had looked at a number of 
sites but opted for this location because the com¬ 
pany wanted to access a sufficiently large employ¬ 
ment pool. We will be working closely with Lidl on 
recruitment to secure these jobs for local people.” 

Spokesman for Lidl UK Ingo Fischer said the new 
warehouse would help to service stores across the 


West Midlands. “We are looking forward to offering 
our products to more customers, as well as bringing 
new jobs and investment to the area in the not-too- 
distant future.” 

Lidl has conditionally acquired the site from land 
owner St Francis Group and is working with Opus 
Land to develop it. 

Planning permission is already in place at the site 
for an industrial development of up to 597,000 sq ft. 

It is anticipated that detailed plans for the design 
and layout of the new facility will be submitted to 
the council for consideration in the coming months. 

Managing director of Opus Land Richard Smith 
said: “I am delighted to see plans for this develop¬ 
ment have been successfully concluded.” 


Tory candidate quits 
over EDL march row 


THE Tory candidate accused of 
plotting with the English Defence 
League to hatch a bizarre plan to 
win votes has resigned. 

Afzal Amin, from Smethwick, stood 
down before he was supposed to be ap¬ 
pearing before a Conservative committee 
on Tuesday. 

It was claimed he tried 
to stir up fear and racial 
hatred to secure votes. 

The 40-year-old for¬ 
mer Army captain stood 
down as candidate for 
Dudley North after at¬ 
tempting to defend his 
actions. His argument 
was also demolished by 
Dudley police chief su¬ 
perintendent Chris Johnson, with whom Mr 
Amin said he had discussed his negotiations 
with the EDL. Mr Johnson said he was never 
informed of such talks. 

The party said Mr Amin had resigned as 
candidate ‘with immediate effect’ and the Con¬ 
servatives will now move ‘swiftly’ to appoint a 
replacement, who must be in place by the time 
nominations close on April 9.Mr Amin was ac¬ 
cused of scheming with the EDL to announce 
an inflammatory march against a new £18 mil¬ 
lion ‘mega-mosque’ in Dudley and then take 
the credit for defusing the tensions. 

The would-be MP was reportedly filmed by 
former EDL leader Mr Robinson, who blew the 
whistle on the plot because he objected to being 
used as a pawn.The candidate, described on his 
Tory Party website as a former Army education 
officer to the Duke of Cambridge and Prince 
Harry, outlined his plan to Mr Robinson and 
current EDL chairman Steve Eddowes at an 
Indian restaurant in Birmingham. 

Reports said the 40-year-old allegedly sug¬ 
gested EDL members could be paid to canvas 
on his behalf, and floated the idea of a phoney 
protest - just weeks after a real demo in Dud¬ 
ley by 600 EDL supporters led to 30 arrests. 
Speaking before his resignation, Mr Amin said 
what was suggested was ‘very normal conflict 
resolution, confidence-building measures’. He 
said the second march was proposed by Mr 
Robinson in a meeting at the Toby Carvery 
in Dudley. “There is no way I would have the 
confidence to propose such a manoeuvre to the 
EDL leadership,” he said.

A TV adaptation of a real-life 
drama has put a Staffordshire 
village on the map. DEBORAH 
HARDIMAN takes up the story 


A STAFFORDSHIRE village has 
been put on the map thanks to a 
TV drama about the infamous pony 
slashings that gripped the region 
more than a century ago. 

Arthur & George concluded its three- 
part run last week. It recounted how 
Sherlock Holmes creator Sir Arthur Co¬ 
nan Doyle battled with the establishment 
of the day to clear the name of the man 
accused of the crimes in Great Wyrley. 

Young solicitor George Edalji, the son 
of the parish vicar, was convicted of car¬ 
rying out one of the maimings, known as 
the Wyrley Outrages, in 1903. 

Edalji was sentenced to seven years in Pen- 
tonville Prison for allegedly mutilating ani¬ 
mals and sending threatening letters. 

George was released in 1906 with no expla¬ 
nation and no offer of compensation from the 
Home Office. 

Conan Doyle later helped to clear his name, 
enabling George to resume his career. The 
case helped lead to the creation of England’s 
first Criminal Court of Appeal. 

Interest 

The small screen adaptation is based on 
the book of the same name by author Julian 
Barnes that was published in 2005 and nomi¬ 
nated for the Man Booker prize. 

The series, which starred Martin Clunes and 
Arsher Ali in the title roles, sparked renewed 
interest in a story that still intrigues villagers 
more than 100 years later. 

Members of Great Wyrley Historical Society 
say residents are taking the programme and 
its effects of being in the spotlight in their 
stride. 

Some landmark locations that were part 
of the mysterious case still stand, include 


St Mark’s Church, in Station Road where 
George’s father, the Rev Shapurji Edalji, 
served as minister for around four decades. 
He was buried in the churchyard where his 
grave can be seen. The old vicarage is now in 
private hands. 

Despite the notoriety of his son, the vicar 
thought to be the first Asian priest to serve 
the Church of England, was well thought of 
among his flock. Edalji Court, a block of flats 
in Broadmeadow Lane, was named after the 
family. 

The old Badger Farm that was situated on 
land off the A34 Walsall Road opposite Darges 
Lane was among the sites where maimings 
took place. 

Society secretary Diane Tolley said: “There 
is very little left here of what it looked like 100 
years ago. 

The fields were turned into housing estates 


to make room for overspill populations coming 
in from Birmingham and surrounding towns. 
It’s all a bit tongue in cheek really. 

“Quite a lot of what I’ve seen of the series is 
wrong according to what we know of the story. 

“In the first few minutes of the first episode 
they were saying that Cannock was six miles 
away from here, when it’s only three miles. 
And some of the pubs the characters spoke 
about we’ve never heard of. 

Licence 

“The storyline is based on a factual story 
with a bit of fiction thrown in. I’ve heard that 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle spent only two to 
three hours in the village, so there’s a bit of 
poetic licence thrown in there too.” 

Local historian and former Wyrley high 
school teacher Roger Oldfield, of Stafford, 
published a book titled Outrage about the case 


based on 40 years of research. He also watched 
the TV programme. 

He said: “Julian Barnes has some lovely fic¬ 
tional scenes in his novel which add to our un¬ 
derstanding of the characters or the issues at 
stake. The ITV series invents some of its own, 
and at times effectively too. Some are over the 
top, though. 

“Conan Doyle’s visit to Great Wyrley vicar¬ 
age turns into a blockbuster moment worthy 
of The Hound of the Baskervilles in which 
Conan Doyle and his assistant burst out into 
the misty night to pursue a scary, hooded in¬ 
truder. Nothing remotely like this actually 
happened. 

“He spent very little time at the vicarage 
that day, preferring to pour his energy into the 
scouring of possible routes from the premises 
to the place where the pony had been attacked 
in 1903,” Mr Oldfield said.

Steelers' resolve to boost team 


THE hard tackling and high impact 
collisions of American Football are 
attracting a growing female follow¬ 
ing in Sandwell. 

Now one team in the area is seeking 
new members interested in playing the 
exhilarating contact sport every other 
Saturday.

Police in CCiv appeal 


POLICE have released CCTV 
images of four young men 
they would like to question 
after a man was stabbed and 
robbed of a bag of cannabis 
on a bus. 

The 32-year-old man was at¬ 
tacked on the number 83 bus in 
West Bromwich. It was travelling 
along Glover Street at around 
5.15pm on March 16 when the 
man was surrounded by the 
youths. 

One of the young men took the bag 
of drugs from the man while threaten¬ 
ing him with a knife. When he went to 
take the drugs back, he was stabbed in 
the stomach. 

Police were called. Three patrol cars 
surrounded the bus after the attack 
but the young men had already left. 
The victim was taken to the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham 
for treatment but the wound was not 
thought to be serious. 

The entire incident was captured on 
CCTV and West Midlands Police have 
now released images of the four men 
they would like to speak to about the 
attack. 

Nobody else was injured and police 
say they are allowing the man to re¬ 
cover from his injuries before ques¬ 
tioning him about the drugs. 

Investigating officer Pc Richard 
Mander said: “This is an unusual case 
and we are keen to speak to the four 
lads in the image. 

“The man who had the drugs stolen 
from him was taken to hospital and 
released a few hours later. 

“My primary concern at this time 
is finding his attacker. We will be 
speaking to him about the possession 
of drugs as soon as he is well enough.”

Huge outdoor gym to 
be installed in park

ONE of the largest outdoor gyms 
in the country will be installed in 
a West Bromwich park later this 
year, it has been announced. 

More than 25 pieces of equipment 
will be set out in one floodlit area at 
Sandwell Valley Country Park. 

The flagship project will complement an 
additional 80 pieces of gym equipment cur¬ 
rently being installed in key parks across 
the borough. 

Sandwell Council is carrying out the 
scheme to help residents enjoy a fitter and 
healthier lifestyle and has been backed by 
the council’s public health team. 

It’s hoped the outdoor gym, which will be 
free to use, will encourage people who can¬ 
not afford expensive gym memberships to 
keep active. Councillor Paul Moore, cabinet 
member for health, said: “We are investing 
in the new equipment to encourage people 
to be more active and give them greater 
choice. 

Inherited 

“One of the biggest barriers to people 
taking part in exercise is cost. The council 
has achieved financial savings in its pub¬ 
lic health budget over the last two years, 
which we inherited from Sandwell Primary 
Care Trust. We are reinvesting some of 
these savings in new gym equipment.” 

Councillor Maria Crompton, cabinet 
member for highways and environment, 
added: “The project complements and adds 
to the visitor experience and we expect this 
will encourage more people to the park.” 

The scheme follows extensive improve¬ 
ments to the borough’s parks, with gym 
equipment being installed at Jubilee Park, 
Tipton, Mary Macarthur Park, Cradley 
Heath, Broadwell Park, Oldbury, and at 
Friar Park, Wednesbury. Equipment has 
also been installed at Yew Tree Estate, 
West Bromwich, Bury Hill Park, Oldbury, 
Warley Woods, Smethwick, and Lewisham 
Park, Smethwick. Sandwell Valley already 
has high ropes aerial adventure course and 
an adventure playground. 


PROBLEM parkers are clogging up 
a West Bromwich road in front of 
homes prompting residents to raise 
concerns over safety. 

Residents in Gladstone Street, 
Hateley Heath, say they can barely 
park outside their own homes at 
peak times. Up to 30 cars can be 
parked up in the road with some 
residents claiming it could make it 
difficult for emergency vehicles. 

They said peak times are often 
weekends when people are visiting 
the nearby Spacehoppas Playzone 
childrens centre. Grandmoth- 
er-of-nine Janet Bradley, aged 63, 
is campaigning alongside fellow 


resident 66-year-old Vera Tonks for 
action. “I have to say to my family 
that they can’t come down here 
some days as they can’t park. We 
have got abuse from people parking 
up too. We can’t have off-road park¬ 
ing as we live on a bank. We haven’t 
needed an ambulance down here 
but we will one day and they won’t 
get by,” said Mrs Bradley. 

Ward councillors, including Paul 
Moore and Paul Sandars, say they 
have already had new double yellow 
lines painted in the street. But both 
said plans for a residents’ parking 
permit scheme failed to win the sup¬ 
port of the majority of residents.

The organisation says by encouraging 
disadvantaged groups, such as women, 
young people, lone parents and black and 
ethnic groups, to become more enterpris¬ 
ing, by starting their own businesses, the 
most deprived areas of the borough can be 
revitalised. 

Davinder Kaur, CEO of Sweda, said the 
main thrust of the project will be to reduce 
economic differences and poor confidence 
with advice and help. 

SWEDA, which is based in Church 
Street, already offers employment advice 
for jobseekers and business advice for es¬ 
tablished companies. 

Mr Kaur said: “There are currently very 
limited to no community based enterprise 
support services available to people with 
enterprising ideas.

“We hope that by introducing the Enter¬ 
prising Communities project, we can create 
a culture of entrepreneurship in Sandwell 
and get the empty shops open again.” 

Mr Kaur said currently there is high un- 
emploment and poor confidence amongst 
the most disadvantaged groups in the most 
deprived areas of Sandwell. 

This year, West Bromwich rated fourth 
in the country for empty shops in England 
in a country-wide survey, and Mr Kaur said 
he hopes the campaign will lead to more 
business opening in the town.

Plea for a 
warden to 
help pupils 
thrown out 

PLEAS for a new lollipop man or woman to 
be based outside a school amid concerns for 
the safety of children have fallen on deaf ears 
and thrown out - despite more than 250 par¬ 
ents signing a petition.

as traffic calming and the 
pupils had been given safety 
training on how to cross the 
road. 

Instead, Councillor Maria 
Crompton, the committee’s 
chairman, pledged to pro¬ 
vide additional wardens to 
monitor the traffic situation 
over a period of six months. 

Reflection 

The petition was pre¬ 
sented to the council by 
Dave Foley and his partner 
Annmarie Pearce, whose 
daughter Kirstie Newton, 
nine, attends the school. 

Following the meeting, 

Mr Foley said he was con¬ 
cerned wardens had only 
visited to monitor the traffic 
situation in the road four 
times since September, add¬ 
ing it was difficult to gain a 
true reflection from those 
visits of what the situation 
was truly like. 

He added: “If they have 
got to do all the schools in 
the borough then it is going 
to be difficult for them to 
visit the school when the 
problem is going on.” 

During the meeting, both 
Mr Foley and his partner

car and not be aware traffic 
is coming past.

THE route of a further Midland 
Metro tram extension through 
the heart of the Digbeth area of 
central Birmingham has been 
unveiled. 

Under the plans, trams will run 
along High Street Deritend, taking 
passengers to places including Dig¬ 
beth Coach Station and The Custard 
Factory. 

It follows a public consultation, run by 
Centro and Birmingham City Council, in 
which 74 per cent of people voted for the 
High Street option rather than an alterna¬ 
tive route along Fazeley Street. 

The first section of the Eastside Metro 
route was agreed last year and will run be¬ 
tween the extension currently being built 
at Bull Street in the city centre, via Albert 
Street and onto the forthcoming HS2 high 
speed rail station at Curzon Street. 

Possible 

But after transport chiefs secured extra 
Government money last summer to take 
the extension further into Digbeth the pub¬ 
lic were offered the chance to have their say 
on which of two possible routes the trams 
should take. 

Bosses said the overwhelming favourite 
was for a 1.5km long route from the HS2 
station along New Canal Street and Meri¬ 
den Street before turning left on to High 
Street Deritend. 

It then runs along the centre of the car¬ 
riageway with a stop close to the junction of 
Milk Street to serve Digbeth Coach Station 
and the Custard Factory before turning 
left into Adderley Street where a terminus 
is proposed. 

Councillor Keith Linnecor, said: “I would 
like to thank everyone who gave their views 
and in doing so have helped shape the city’s 
future transport system. 

“This extension has an important role 
to play in making sure the region has the 
transport connections it needs to support 
economic growth and jobs.”

There is the little girl who drew a 
road covered in diamonds, rubies and 
emeralds because it was a jewel car¬ 
riageway and the boy who informed 
him his father was a smackhead and 
only to be later informed he was asth¬ 
matic. 

Phinn is never preachy or sneer¬ 
ing, he doesn’t ridicule or put himself 
above his subjects but simply shows 
there is a different way of looking at 


the world. Such as the girl who drew 
a picture of God and when Phinn in¬ 
formed her no one knows what God 
looks like her sharp reply was, they 
better look at my picture then. 

And the prize was the lad whose 
maths skills Phinn tested by ask¬ 
ing him how many sheep he could 
see in the field by the school, the 
straight-talking Yorkshire lad an¬ 
swered, all of them.

City is no stranger 
to electric vehicles 


ELECTRIC vehicles are 
appearing more and more 
commonly on our roads, 
and Jaguar Land Rover 
have recently announced 
that they too are to begin 
making them at a new fac¬ 
tory in Austria. 

The No 1 bus route in Wol¬ 
verhampton has also pioneered 
new hybrid buses. The city is 
no stranger to electric vehi¬ 
cles, the Electric Construction 
Company in Bushbury built an 
electric car as early as 1896. 

They had already started 
manufacturing electric buses 
five years earlier, and built the 
first tram for Birmingham in 
1888.

The company had been 
formed as Elwell and Parker 
in 1882 by Thomas Parker and 
Paul Bedford Elwell, making 
dynamos and other electrical 
equipment in a factory in Com¬ 
mercial Road, fittingly next to 
the site where the town’s pow¬ 
er station was to be built. 


Important 

The company grew quickly 
and a new factory, covering 28 
acres was built in Bushbury in 
1892. 

After their foray into elec¬ 
tric vehicles, ECC concentrat¬ 
ed mainly on manufacturing 


generating equipment, and 
became one of the largest and 
most important employers in 
Wolverhampton. 

Among the notable achieve¬ 
ments for the company was 
building the electric engine 
for the pioneering submarine 
Nautilus 

Their employees were well 
looked after with a large sports 
and social club, with a host of 
different sports teams, and an¬ 
nual social events. 

The club still operates in 
Showell Road, though the com¬ 
pany suffered the same fate 
as so many of the large firms 
in Wolverhampton which have 
disappeared over the years.

Project for 
main route 
set to start 

A £2 MILLION scheme to 
improve the safety and ap¬ 
pearance of a major route 
in Sandwell is to begin next 
month. 

Work will take place at 
Bearwood Road and Cape 
Hill, in Smethwick, over 
the coming year after 
funding for the project was 
earmarked from Sandwell 
Council’s revenue surplus. 

Approval has already 
been given for the first 
phase of work in Bearwood 
Road which will see pedes¬ 
trian crossings and lighting 
upgraded. Pavements and 
street furniture along the 
route will also be improved. 

Council officials said pre¬ 
liminary work was already 
taking place along the 
route with the main work 
to take place in phases over 
the coming months start¬ 
ing in April. 

Bosses are also working 
on junction improvement 
plans for Bearwood Road 
with preliminary designs 
still being worked on.

“Zoe was born at the end of March and Bruce was 
completely smitten with her.

I'd put money on 
a hung parliament 




DAVID Cameron is apparent¬ 
ly the Prime Minister people 
want, it’s his party they seem 
to be turning away from. 

At least that’s the way the latest 
poll reads for one of the key mar¬ 
ginal constituencies in the Black 
Country. 

Tory peer Lord Ashcroft’s team 
asked people in Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis who they were voting for. 

In 2010 they dumped Labour in fa¬ 
vour of Conservative James Morris. 
Now it looks like his Labour opponent 
Stephanie Peacock is pulling ahead, 
just. She’s on 39 per cent to his 37. So 
it’s still all to play for. 

What proved far more interesting 
was one of the follow-up questions. 

Pleased 

People were asked if they were sat¬ 
isfied with the job David Cameron was 
doing, whether they were dissatisfied 
with him but preferred the Tory leader 
as PM to Ed Miliband or whether 
they’d rather have Ed Miliband. The 
largest number, 31 per cent, were 
pleased with Mr Cameron. 

Another 29 per cent were not but 
wanted him over Mr Miliband. Just 29 
per cent wanted the Labour leader as 
PM. This means there are a lot of peo¬ 
ple prepared to vote Labour anyway 
even though they are not particularly 
keen on Mr Miliband. 

Similarly there are UKIP supporters 
there who are not prepared to drop the 
Eurosceptics in favour of what they 
may consider to be the lesser of two

evils in Number 10. My own specu¬ 
lation, fuelled by my irritation at so 
many interviews with front benchers 
refusing to answer what I believe to 
be a fundamental question in this 
election: Who will you do a deal with? 

Labour won’t go into a coalition 
with the SNP. But it hasn’t ruled out 
the so-called ‘confidence and supply’ 
arrangement where it might offer 
the SNP incentives to back it on key 
votes. The Tories may look to woo 
UKIP if it wins enough seats to make 
any difference or even try to come up 
with a new coalition with whatever re¬ 
mains of the Liberal Democrats. 

The only thing I’d be prepared to 
put any money on is that it is going to 
be another hung Parliament. 

George Osborne set out a vision for 
a Northern Powerhouse during his 


Lord Ashcroft -questions 

last Budget before the election. He 
promises that Greater Manchester 
will be allowed to keep 100 per cent 
of growth in local business rates and 
was delighted by plans for it to have 
an elected mayor. 

Meanwhile in the West Midlands, 
four whole months on from the an¬ 
nouncement that there would be a 
combined authority, the Black Coun¬ 
try is still drawing lines in the sand 
over the name (not Greater Birming¬ 
ham, for crying out loud!) and insist¬ 
ing there will be no ‘metro mayor’. 

Essential as it is to get these things 
cleared up, it does show just how far 
behind the West Midlands is com¬ 
pared with its northern neighbour 
and the expanding south east. If our 
politicians aren’t careful, the West 
Midlands will be the ‘squeezed mid¬ 
dle’ Ed Miliband used to talk about.

Smart and elegant Bath is a shopper’s paradise 


Beautiful Bath, a honey-coloured 
city that's full of history and charm 


ELEGANT and ancient Bath has 
been a tourist attraction for two 
thousand years and remains 
England’s most attractive city. 

Whether you dash down the M5 or 
take a leisurely meander through the 
Cotswolds, beautiful Bath will be am¬ 
ple reward. From the West Midlands, 
it’s the ideal place to visit for a grand 
day out or a satisfying weekend away. 

The honey-coloured city grew up around 
the only hot springs in the UK, which the 
Romans called Aquae Sulis, creating a 
combined spa and religious centre which 
attracted pilgrims from across the Empire. 

The Roman Baths at the heart of the city 
offer a fascinating glimpse into the past. 
The Romans built a temple to the goddess 
of the spring, Sulis Minerva, and a bathing 
complex around the mysterious bubbling

pool, enhanced in later years by the Geor¬ 
gians and Victorians. 

The spring itself and the steps of the tem¬ 
ple can still be seen, as can pleas and curses 
that the Roman pilgrims scratched onto 
lead scraps and threw into the steaming 
pool to enlist the help of the goddess. 

Gilded 

Two of the most impressive exhibits are 
the gilded bronze head of Sulis Minerva, 
which was found in a drain, and the Gor- 
gon-like male face that once stared out from 
the temple facade, hair flowing like he was 
underwater. 

The audio tours narrated by Bill Bryson, 
Alice Roberts and Michael Rosen are highly 
informative and you will find friendly ‘Ro¬ 
mans’ to tell you about their everyday life. 


The water can be sampled in the grand 
surroundings of the Pump Room but, be 
warned, it is an acquired taste. 

The Pump Room was the focus for Geor¬ 
gian high society when flamboyant dandy 
Beau Nash held court as the master of cer¬ 
emonies. A later resident was Jane Austen, 
who references Bath in her novels and is 
celebrated at the Jane Austen Centre. 

The Georgians left their mark in the 18th 
century with remarkable architecture, so 
impressive that it has earned city the ac¬ 
colade of being the only UNESCO World 
Heritage city in the UK. 

Highlights include the magnificent Royal 
Crescent, which at nol includes the recre¬ 
ation of a Georgian home, the Assembly 
Rooms which include the Fashion Museum, 
The Circus and Queen Square, all designed 
by father and son architects both named 
John Wood. 


Other sights include the charming 
Pulteney Bridge, shops that span the River 
Avon beside the city’s weir and rugby club, 
and Bath Abbey with its facade on which 
angels scale ladders to heaven. 

If feeling footsore, the best way to see 
them all is via the Citysightseeing Bath hop 
on-hop off bus. 

Bun 

Once the sightseeing is done, Bath has a 
huge array of upmarket shops and eateries. 

No visit is complete without buying a bun 
or two from Sally Lunn’s shop. Similar to a 
French brioche but less sweet, these origi¬ 
nal Bath buns have been made in the city 
since the 1680s and are delicious lightly 
toasted with a topping of melted butter.

Make a note to tune 
in to this musical feast 


I t’s time to make your mind up - will 
you be watching this programme or 
not? 

The Eurovision Song Contest is, of 
course, a competition that divides 
viewers - people tend to either love or 
hate it, while the songs are very rarely 
classics, Abba’s Waterloo and, at a 
push, Sandie Shaw’s Puppet on a 
String being the exceptions to that rule. 

Sadly, the tunes have a tendency to 
be rather forgettable - can you 
remember the ‘classics’ titled Pump- 
Pump. Bem-Bom. Tom Tom Tom. Boom 
Boom. Sing Sang Song? And, of 
course, Yamma-Yamma? No, thought 
not - unless you happen to be the 
writer of the Eurovision 
Encyclopaedia... 

And, in case you were wondering, all 
those strange phrases really were 
bona fide entries in past years — and 
all have two further things in common: 
1) They didn’t win and 2) they were 
complete nonsense. 

However, ridiculous lyrics and an 
insipid melody don’t necessarily ensure 
you’ll come a cropper. In some cases 
— most notably the Netherlands’ 1975 


effort Ding-Dinger-Dong — they mean 
the contest is in the bag, and you’ll 
walk off with the trophy. 

Norway did, of course, do rather 
well in 2009 as well, with Alexander 
Rybak winning with his song Fairytale, 
which gained a record-breaking 387 
points. 

Who will win when the contest takes 
place in Austria this year is anybody’s 
guess, but it should be a real 
humdinger of a show, and not just 
because Australia has been allowed to 
join the fun - Eurovision is celebrating 
its 60th anniversary in 2015, so we can 
expect all sorts of shenanigans on the 
night. 

Before that, the Hammersmith Apollo 
hosts this shindig, presented by 
Graham Norton and Sweden’s Petra 
Mede. It features performances from 
the great and good of Eurovision’s 
past, including reigning champion 
Conchita Wurst, Austria’s first victor 
since 1966. 

Others on the bill include Finland’s 
hard-rockers Lordi, Israel’s Dana 
International, our own Brotherhood of 
Man and, of course, Johnny Logan, the 


only person to have won three times, 
who performs a medley of his hits. 

But it’s actually rather more 
interesting to note who won’t be there - 
Abba are the biggest act ever to have 
won Eurovision, but they won’t be 
there. Let’s face it, if they had 
regrouped for this one-off event, it 
would have stunned everybody and 
made headlines across the globe. 

Some notable British stars also won’t 
be in attendance, including Cliff 
Richard, Lulu, Katrina and the Waves 
and, perhaps most surprisingly of all, 
Bucks Fizz. 

Fans have been up in arms on 
Twitter about the absence of Cheryl 
Baker, Mike Nolan and Jay Aston, 
who are still performing together under 
the name Formerly of Bucks Fizz. 
Perhaps it was legally just too difficult 
to get them back on stage with Bobby 
G, who still uses the band’s original 
name. 

So, it’s a shame we won’t see their 
Velcro-ripping skirt antics once more, 
but there should still be enough on 
view to keep the most ardent of 
Eurovision fans happy.

New-look 
Corsa looks 
on course to 
be a winner 

By James Parker 


The fourth-generation Vauxhall Corsa deliv¬ 
ers similar dimensions to the old car - but 
that’s as far as the similarities go. With a fresh 
chassis and suspension and a three-cylinder 
petrol engine that takes star billing, it also 
gets a classier interior. Keep your eye on this 
one. It could give the Ford Fiesta a real tough 
time. 

How we used to chuckle at the Vauxhall Corsa, the 
totem of the clueless supermini driver. That was until 
2006 when the Corsa suddenly and unexpectedly be¬ 
came one of the best cars in its class. It drove well, it 
felt solid and it even looked pretty perky. 

The VXR models were complete hooligans and the diesel 
versions reliable and economical. Small wonder the Corsa 
became a fixture in the UK top ten best selling cars. 

Lasting right through to 2015 has been one marathon in¬ 
nings for Vauxhall’s baby and in recent years, the Corsa has 
started to feel its age. Newer rivals like the Volkswagen Polo, 
the Renault Clio and the Peugeot 208 have all queued up 
to join the Fiesta in attempting to give the Vauxhall a good 
working over, so General Motors probably think it’s payback 
time. 

The Corsa has always been a pretty entertaining steer 
and Vauxhall is looking to continue that trend. Underpinning 
this latest fourth-generation car is a completely redesigned 
chassis with precisely zero carry-over components from the 
last model. It sports a 5mm lower centre of gravity, a stiffer 
front sub-frame and a sharper suspension geometry. The 
electrically-assisted power steering gets a City mode for 
you to twirl around effortlessly when parking, but receives a 
UK-specific tune to cater for our roads. Internal friction has 
been minimised, as has understeer. Both Comfort and Sport 
suspension set-ups have improved dampers that aid ride 
quality. 

Star 

The star of the Corsa’s engine range is the 1.0-litre, 
three-cylinder turbo petrol unit. Recognising that diesel 
engines don’t always make the big sales numbers in the 
supermini sector, Vauxhall has instead devoted its attention 
to super-efficient petrol units. The 1.0-litre is the only pro¬ 
duction three-cylinder engine on the market with a balancer 
shaft, helping it combat noise, vibration and harshness. This 
Euro6-compliant engine is offered on either 90 or 115PS 
power outputs and both manage 170Nm of torque at just 
1,800rpm. 

An improved version of Vauxhall’s 1.4 turbo engine is also 
featured and there are two budget naturally-aspirated petrol 
engines - a 1.2 and a 1.4-litre. Big improvements to the 1.3 
CDTi diesel have elevated it to Euro 6 emissions standards 
Transmissions? Vauxhall has announced two six-speed 
gearboxes, a manual and an automatic, delivering greater 
efficiency and a slicker shift action. 

Straightaway, you’ll spot similarities to the front end of the 
ADAM model and that’s no coincidence, this looking set to 
become the Vauxhall family face for the foreseeable future. 
That means a rounded, friendly look with a broader front 
grille than Corsas of old. The overall proportioning isn’t that 
much of a departure, this car retaining the somewhat tall 
and narrow shape of the third generation model. It’s almost 
identical in length to that car too but all of this improved 
model’s body panels are new and provide greater defini¬ 
tion between the ‘sporty’ look of the three-door and the 
‘premium’ five-door models. Some of the detailing is quite 
assured, including the sculptural ‘blade’ running across the 
lower door-sections. 

Drop inside and you’ll see even bigger improvements. 
The old Corsa always felt a solid thing but time hadn’t been 
kind to the basic design of the interior and this latest model 
rectifies that quite emphatically. A driver control centre takes 
pride of place within the instrument panel, which is themed 
around horizontal lines. The fourth-generation Corsa is also 
the first high-volume Vauxhall to be available with IntelliLink, 
the communications system which has already been seen 
in the ADAM. 

The Corsa operates in a section of the market that, while 
headed by the Fiesta, has been turned on its head by the 
rise of Korean models such as the Flyundai i20 and the Kia 
Rio. Put bluntly, if your car isn’t generously equipped right 
down to the entry-level model, it’s going to face an uphill 
task. Vauxhall has announced a whole slew of equipment 
for the Corsa to make sure it is. 

Prices are much as before across the three and five-door 
range, starting at around £9,000, with trim levels running 
from ‘Life’ to ‘Sting’, ‘Sting R’, ‘Design’, ‘SRi’, ‘SRi VX-Line’ 
and ‘SE’. Plus there are the inevitable special editions too, 
so you’ll not be short of choice. 

All models get features like a heated windscreen, remote 
central locking, powered front windows and mirrors, a de¬ 
cent quality stereo with an aux-in socket and hill start assist 
to stop you drifting backwards on uphill junctions.

Dacia sitting 
in the driving 
seat on value

The price of the Dacia Logan estate car starts 
at a staggeringly low £6,995 on the road, I 
repeat £6,995, £5 under £7,000 for an estate 
car. This is one of the reasons Dacia has 
been one of the explosive success stories in 
2014 in car sales. 

My particular derivative was the Laureate - this 
is the top specification vehicle and has a price of 
£10,795. In this day and age this is a very low figure, 
and when you consider what you get for the money, it 
has to be worth a second look. 

It is built in Romania and is a joint venture of the mighty 
Renault and Nissan empire. The Dacia delivers for those 
people paying with their own money for all their motoring 
needs. 

Yes, we accept there may one or two rough edges and it 
may not have the ambiance of the more expensive vehicles, 
but who cares when you are paying with your own money. 
This is important. 

Who can decry a vehicle that has smart alloy wheels, 
body-coloured, co-ordinated bumpers and door handles. 
Chrome appears all over, and this vehicle is a full five-seater. 
It also has an on-board seven-function computer. All this, 
remember, at that headline price. 

Externally the car looks quite impressive - the front fog 
lamps and roof give a purposeful look. The rear boot area 
has a cover to keep goods secure and away from the mis¬ 
creants that shouldn’t be looking and all the rear glass has 
a slight tint to it. 

It is difficult to understand in this day and age how oth¬ 
er manufacturers can justify some of the exhorbitant pric¬ 
es when you look at what you are actually getting with the 
whole of the Dacia range. 

The Logan is not a vehicle that has been overlooked 
when it comes to safety features. It has anti-lock brakes and 
emergency brake assist, the rear doors have child protec¬ 
tion devices, and should you drive away with a door not 
quite fastened a visible warning system sounds. 

There is a driver’s air bag and front and side air bags. In 
addition, the front passenger airbag can be de-activated to 
ensure junior’s seat is fitted correctly. 

From a driving perspective, to sit in the cabin was not 
overtly unpleasant. An abundance of grey plastic with a 
much lighter grey roof lifts the vehicle and gives a feeling 
of space. Shoulder, leg and headroom for all occupants is 
exceptionally good. 

The dashboard was a disappointment in so far that, in 
daylight, it was difficult to read the silver letters on the black 
background, but what a transformation when it was dark 
and you switch the lights on. The dashboard now glows a 
warm orange and the superb graphics are now easily un¬ 
derstood. 

The seven-function on-board computer, which you nor¬ 
mally associate with more expensive cars, telling you how 
much fuel you have left, what your mpg is, and two various 
trip meters, give you an indication of the mileage that you 
have travelled. 

The heater controls are simplistic in their central console 
location as are the controls for the front windows. The rear 
electric window switches are hidden away and difficult to 
find. 

The engine is the brilliant 1.5-litre diesel that Renault 
shares with Nissan. This produces 90bhp, sufficient to give 
excellent miles to the gallon and adequate performance in 
most circumstances. 

During my time with the Dacia I achieved 60mpg over 500 
miles of varied driving conditions on a mixture of all types of 
roads. With CO emissions at 99 and excise duty in Group 
A, this is a seriously cheap car to run. 

There was one huge disappointment however, and that 
was the gear ratios. Dacia has a five-speed manual gearbox. 
In the week previous I had driven the brilliant Renault Captur 
with exactly the same engine and a five-speed gearbox, but 
someone at Dacia needs to be remonstrated with, because 
the gear ratios chosen spoilt the vehicle. 

All Dacias come with a three-year or 60,000 miles warran¬ 
ty and for the pricing structure they just have to be worth a 
second glance.
